N ational bank ha* suspended payment 
' as a result of a meeting of the board of 
I director*, depositor* aud W illiam Nel- 
I win Cromwell, tho attorney for the 
bank. 
The bank opened for Puniness 
a* usual this morning 
but At 10:45 
tho doors were closed and Forrest Ray­ 
nor, a national bauk examiner, took 
charge. 
The last statem ent of the bank was 
as follows: Paid up capital, $800,000; 
surplus and profits, $216,000; due to 
hanks, $897,550; individual deposit*, $8, 
488,707; loan* and discounts, $^,782,780; 
bonds, stocks, etc., $088,480; due from 
banks, $448,880; ca-h and exchange, $1,- 
284,650. 
Tile Seventh National bank was orig­ 
inally the old Seventh W ard liank, aud 
was established in 18*3. 
For a long 
tim e the control of the institution was 
held by John McAnerney, who was 
president of the bank. 
In May, 1899, 
First Assistant Postm aster General Per­ 
ry S. Heath practically acquired a con­ 
trolling interest in the stock of the 
Seventh national, and changes made in 
personnel of officers and board of di­ 
rectors. 
The officers and directors are 
E. R. 
Thomas, president; 
Fletcher 
H eath vice president aud George W. 
Adams, cashier. 
The suspension of the bauk followed 
this statem ent made at the clearing 
house: 
“ At the clearing house the Seventh 
National bauk came in debtor for $*>44,- 
108.05. 
The clearing house comm ittee 
then met. 
W hen it was found th at tho 
debt balance was so heavy the com m it­ 
tee communicated w ith officers of the 
bank and was inform ed tho board of 
directors would soon come to some de­ 
cision. 
In consequence of this state­ 
m ent the clearing house held back 30 
minutes. 
At 10:45 a. rn., W. N. Cromwell, Ed­ 
win Gould aud Mr. Thomas, president 
of the bank, came into the clearing 
house informed tho committee th at in 
view of their heavy debit balance and 
for other reasons it was considered wise 
the bank should temporarily suspend. 
The clearing house comm ittee thereopon 
directed tho m anager of that institution 
to elim iante from clearings all opera­ 
tions of tho Seventh National bank. 
The Seventh N ational bank was cus­ 
todian of the funds of the New York 
postoffice. 
Assistant Postm aster Mor­ 
gan said when he heard the news of 
the bank’s suspension that the postoffice 
was amply protected. 
W hen the ac­ 
count was opened the bank put up $250- 
000 in governm ent bonds as security. 
The comptroller of currency appointed 
Forrest Raynor tem porary receiver of 
the Seventh N ational bank, and ordered 
the bauk closed, because it would not 
give satisfactory assurance th a t loans 
aggregating 
$1,000,000 made by the 
bank to Henry M arquand & Co., New 
York brokers, would bo taken up and 
tho caslytherefor placed iu the bauk by 
Saturday night next. 
The suspension caused a ripple in 
W all street. 
In banking circles it is 
said the Seventh N ational’s heavy debit 
balance was the result of the news of 
the bank's em barrassm ent Tuesday be­ 
ing telegraphed throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Interior institutions having mon­ 
eys deposited w ith tho Seventh drew on 
the bauk and these drafts all coming on 
a t tho same time were too m n ch for 
the institution.

of an elliptical copper tube somewhat flat­ 
te n '!. w ith air 
tight compartments, 
strengthened by fins. 
The tube is in- 
cased in cork, wound w ith canvass and 
made absolutely water-tight. 
Attached 
to this float fo a rope netting three feet 
deep, from winch is suspended a wood­ 
en slatted b ttom. 
The netting is sus­ 
pended on the inner side of the float 
from rings which travel on lashings so 
that the bottom rests in the proper posi­ 
tion, no m atter which side of the float 
falls upon the w ater when it is throw n 
overboard. 
It does not require to be 
righted, adjusted or turned about; it is 
ready for sendee the moment it strikes 
tile water. 
Oars are attached to the 
sides of the fl int to propel it w hen it is 
occupied. 'Enough persons cannot get 
on this craft to make it sink and unlike 
the lifeboat it carmot capsize or founder, 
nor like a raft, go to pieces against the 
sides of a ail ip.
